The body, seated on a chair, the 
head swathed in blankets and re- 
clining in the oven of the gas 
range, with the jet“ open, was 
found by his wife, Mrs. Julia 
Hackel, upon her return at 10:45 
o'clock from a German theatrical 
performance at the Odeon. A 
neighborhood physician pro- 
nounced him dead. 

Two Notes on Table. 
On the kitchen table were found 


two notes—one addressed to the 
wife and the other to their son, 
Otto Carl, manager of the West- 
liche Post Steamship Agency. Both 
contained expressions of farewell, 
and the note to the wife contained 
the sentence, The work has been 
too much of a strain to me.“

The outbreak, according to Dr. 
Kellogg, is an indirect heritage 
from the Oakland Plague of 1913. 

It was in Oakland, where 13 
cases, all fatal, were reported, that 
the pneumonic form of plague first 
made its appearance in this coun- 
try, the doctor explained. Here- 
tofore, there had been cases of bu- 
bonic plague, an allied malady, 
which reached San Francisco from 
the Orient in 1900, and years later 
appeared in New Orleans and Gal- 
veston. 

The bubonic plague, though 
stamped out among human beings 
in San Francisco, was communica:- 
ed to ground squirrels, probably 
through rats from the city, and 
since, it has been to a certain ex- 
tent prevalent among ground squir- 
rels in several counties of Califor- 
nia. 

Because of this fact, Dr. Kellogg 
and other authorities have fre- 
quently predicted that unless the 
disease could be exterminated 
among the ground squirrels there 
would sooner or later be a new 
outbreak among human beings.

“BILL” TILGHMAN DIES 
WITH HIS BOOTS ON 


One of Last of Gun-Fighting 
Peace Officers of Oklahoma 
Shot in Oil Boom Town. 


By the Associated Press. 
MUSKOGEBD, Ok., Nov. 3.—One 


of the last of the gun fighters who 
brought law and order into terri- 
torial Oklahoma passed from the 
stage Saturday night when “Bill” 
Tilghman was shot down in front 
of “Ma” Murphy’s dance hall in 
Cromwell, Ok., Seminole County 


oll boom town, which, until re- 
cently, was re-living some of the 
lurid chapters of early-day border 
communities. Tilghman, like most 
of the pioneer peace officers of the 
Southwest, died with his boots on. 


An Oklahoma City dispatch says 
George Short, attorney general, has 
been ordered by Gov. Trapp to 
go to Cromwell to investigate the 
shooting of Tilghman. At the 
same time the Governor stated 
that George E. Crump, District 
Judge of Holdenville, was in Okla- 
homa City conferring with him re- 
garding the shooting. Crump, on 
two occasions, has instigated clean- 
up drives in the ofl town. 

A warrant said to charge Wiley, 
Lynn, Federal dry officer, witn 
murder in connection with the 
shooting of Tilghman, is 
ported to be im the hands of 
Sheriff Doyle at Dewoka, the 
Seminole County Seat. Accord- 
ing to Doyle, Federal authori- 
ties have ordered Lynn held in ja‘! 
at Holdenville pending an inves- 
tigation. 

Only “Uncle Bud” Left. 

One of Tilghman’s brother offi- 
cers of the old days is left, “Uncle 
Bud” Ledbetter, and he is still in 
the harness as Sheriff of Muskogee 
County. 

„Uncle Bud” recalled how he and 
bis slain comrade had patrolled the 
old territories as Federal officers. 
Ledbetter covered the Indian Ter- 
ritory while “Bill” ranged over 
Oklahoma territory, stamping out 
lawlessness. 

Tilghman was born in Nebraska 
and in the gun fighting days of 
Dodge City, Kan., served for several 
years as City Marshal. He came to 
Oklahoma from Dodge City after 
establishing a reputation there as 
a fearless officer. 

Heck Thomas, Chris Madsen and 
Tilghman were known far and 
wide in the early days of Oklaho- 
ma as “the three guardsmen,” usu- 
ally traveling together on their man 
hunts. “Bill” seldom resorted to 
firearms but when forced to do 80 
had a reputation of never missing. 

Tilghman was 6 feet tall, slen- 
der ot build and noted for his calm- 
ness. His gray eyes were piercing, 
his manner cold. : 

Meeting of Man Hunters. 

Ledbetter and Tilghman first met 
at Tulsa 28 years ago. Ledbetter 
rode into Tilghman's camp on his 
way to capture a criminal. Tilgh- 
man was looking for Buck Wait- 
man, murderer. Shortly after their 
meeting, Tilghman captured single- 
handed Bill Doolan at Eureka 
Springs. Doolan was a member of 
the noted Dalton gang. 

With Chris Madsen and Bill Faw- 
cett, Tilghi..an cornered the Al Jen- 
nings gang and shot Dick West on 
the Fitzgerald Ranch near Guthrie. 

Tilghman patrolled the territory 
for about 10 years and later served 
as Chief of Police at Oklahoma 
City. He was finally picked to 
“clean up” Cromwell, a boom oil 
town.

POISON ON TOME 


Editor’s Slayer Attempts Life 
at Young Daudet’s Grave, 
Enters Church.

PARIS, Nov. 3.— Even skeptics 
and political adversaries confess a 
tinge of pity for Germaine Berthon, 
20, anarchist girl who tried to kill 
herself Saturday. 

True, she is an anarchist. True, 
she has declared war on society, 
and she killed with her own hands 
one Marius Plateau for no other 
reason than that he belonged to 
the hated Royalist organization. 
But she is also a woman, and her 


heart of 20 summers has not hard- 
ened. 

When she lifted the cup of pol- 
son to her lips Saturday she was 
clutching in her other hand a sim- 
ple gold locket inclosing a minia- 
ture of the ill-fated young Philippe 
Daudet, son of the Royalist leader, 
whose mysterious death In a taxi- 
cab a year ago has never been 
satisfactorily explained. 


Knelt at Daudet’s Tomb. 


And one of her last acts while 
awaiting the effects of the poison 
was to knee] and shed tears over 
his tomb in Pere-la-Chaise Ceme- 
tery. 

Then she—anarchist and unbe- 
liever—impelled by some mystic 
call, staggered through the streets 
under a pelting rain and tottered 
into the Church of Our Lady of 
Lourdes, where she collapsed 
after joining her hands and bowing 
her head among a little knot of 
pious women at prayer on All 
Saints’ morning. 


The irony of fate let a priest be 
the first to bend over her and car 
ry her to the vestry, where he at- 
tended her until a doctor arrived. 

When she reopened her eyes she 
was in a hospital, with an inquisi- 
tive police magistrate at her side. 
Then Germaine became the fierce, 
unyielding anarchist again, refus- 
ing to say anything more than: 

My troubles don't concern you.” 

But in the anguish of what she 
believed were her last hours she 
had written letters in which she 
laid bare her soul’s torment. One 
was to Mme. Alphonse Daudet, 
widow of the novelist and mother 
of Leon Daudet. It contained a 
dramatic confession of her love for 
Mme. Daudet’s grandson, Philippe. 

Jam going to die, Madame, like 
Philippe.” it read. “I cannot con- 
demn myself for having folded in 
my arms a boy whose age and 
name were unknown to me. For- 
give me then, Madame, for as 
Philippe died for me, I am now 
killing myself for him.” 

Nervous Hysteria Victim. 

There are some who see in this 
letter evidence that Germaine Ber- 
thon is just a victim of nervous 
hysteria. A love affair between 
her and Philippe was impossible, 
they say, because at the time of 
the boy’s death she was in prison, 
while at the time of her arrest 11 
months previously Philippe Daudet 
was only 13. 

Meanwhile another story of a 
romance in Gertmaine’s life is be- 
ing whispered. Only a few weeks 
ago a young anarchist named Tau- 
pin, secretary of an anarchist <9- 
clety in Paris, shot himself be- 
cause his love for her was unre- 
quited. This tragedy preyed great- 
ly on her, say her anarchist friends, 
and she had often said she was 
tired of life.

Refugees from Chinwangtao, a 
city north of here, captured by the 
Manchurian troops of Gen. Chang 
Tso-Lin, arrived here last night 
with tales of thrilling experiences. 
The appearance of the Manchurian 
troops at Chinwangtao terrorized 
the Pekin forces of Gen. Wu. The 
Pekin soldiers threw down their 
erms, discarded their uniforms and 
equipment and with their officers 
begged to be taken on ships to es- 
cape the enemy. 

The foreigners sald they em- 
barked under rifle and machine 
gun fire of the invading Manchur- 
ian forces. The Manchurian 
forces restored order in the city, 
the refugees said, immediately after 
they had occupied it and disarmed 
the remnant of Pekin forces.
